viet aid to Indonesia. 


As the two leaders talked 
with only interpreters present 
while their motorcade sped 
from Djakarta to Sukarno’s 
huge palace here, observers not- 
ed that neither Krushchev 
nor Sukarno was hindered by 
other diplomats in what was 
seen as a frank serious dis- 
cussion. 

Heading a convoy of some 
70 or 80 vehicles, the presiden- 
tial car. quickly left a large 
bulk of the mile-long caravan 
behind in the one-hour drive 
from the Asian Games stadium 
site on the outskirts of Dja- 
Karta. 

Another point which may 
have come under * discussion 
in the mobile talks was Khrush- 
chev’s open criticism of Indo- 
nestan plans for the stadium and 
adjacent buildings. 

Before the Soviet leader trip- 
ped a steam-iriven pile driver 
to sink the first pillar of the 
massive stadium, he said “in 
my own opinion” the plans for 
a hotel and other buildings at 
the stadium site were an “old- 
fashioned” method of construc- 
tion.

MOSCOW {AP)—A_ technical 
committee of Japanese and So- 
viet fishing delegations spent 
Thursday disputing to what 
degree Japanese salmon fishing 
in the open sea affecting the 
supply of salmon reaching Rus- 
sian rivers. 

The Japanese have supported 
the contention from the begin- 
ning that the fish supply is 
much greater than the Russians 
say, and that a more generous 
proportion of fish might be allo- 
cated Japanese boats. 

The arguments are becoming 
extremely technical, with both 
sides presenting charts intend- 
ing to show what happens 
when a greater or lesser quan- 
tity of fish are caught at sea 
by the. Japanese. 

Japanese fishing at sea for 
food and profits conflicts with 
the Russians who say they are 
trying to fulfill prescribed plans 
for a fish catch on the rivers. 
The Russians contend that Japa- 
nese fishing already has made 
it difficult for Soviet fishermen 
w fulfill quotas assigned them. 

Technical’ committee discus- 
sions will continue probably for 


the rest of February, after 
which the full committee will 
resume discussions on how 


¢ 


many tons each side will be 
allowed to take. 

Last year the Japanese were 
allowed 85,000 tons of salmon. 
They, contend that quantity 
could be doubled without en- 
dangering resources. 

The Russians are even more 
determined this year to scale 
down the Japanese quota, claim- 
ing the supply is abnormally 
low, espec ally of masu, one of 
the varieties of salmon included 
in the calculations.

ing fleet, Tass, the Soviet news 
agency, reported Thursday in a 
dispatch from Yuzhno Sakha- 
linsk.

60-Day Reprieve — 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP)— 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown of 
California granted Caryl] Chess- 
man a 60-day reprieve early Fri- 
day after receiving a telegram 
authorized by the U.S. State 
Department. It said hostile 
demonstrations might , flare 
against President Eisenhower 
in South America should the 
kidnaper die. 


Brown ordered the reprieve 
and said the California legisla- 
ture must decide what to do 
about capital punishment. 


Brown said he gave Chess- 
man a reprieve because, “I Want 
to give the people of California 
an opportunity, through the 
legislature, to express them- 
selves On capital punishment.” 


He said he would put the mat- 
ter on special call to the legis- 
lature when it reconvenes in 
March. 


At San Quentin, Warden Fred 
Dickson announced = shortly 
after midnight that he had been 
instructed by the governor to 
spare the life of Chessman, who 
Was scheduled to die at 10 a.m. 
Friday. 

‘The world received news of 
th: reprieve first from the war- 
den. 

Dickson entered Chessman’s 
small cell adjacent to the green- 
painted gas chamber before mid- 
night Thursday and emerged at 
12:30 a.m. Friday and told wait- 
ing newsmen and photograph- 
ers, he had just received “vital 
information from Sacramento,” 
and relayed it to Chessman, wh 
“seemed ‘vastly relieved.” 

The condemned convict-author 
earlier Thursday was led from 
his cell on death row. . .the one 
he had occupied for 11% years 
. . to the “waiting cell” 13 steps 
from the gas chamber. 


Before his reprieve he had 
ordered what was supposed to 
have been his last meal: fried 
chicken and French fried 
petatoes. 

Warden Dickson visited the 
prisoner after a day of hectic 
developments in which one of 
Chessman’s attorneys, Rosallie 
Asher of San Rafael, had per- 
sonally delivered a letter from 


Chessman to the governor's 
office. 
Apparently it was on the 


strength of Chessman’s personal 
appeal that Brown granted the 
reprieve. 

At Sacramento, Cecil Poole, 
the governor’s clemency secre- 
tary, and Hale Champion, his 
press secretary, met with the 
governor at 10:30 p.m.

They previously met with 
Asher for two hours to discuss 
the letter from Chessman plead- 
ing his innocence and includ- 
ing what the convict said was 
new evidence.

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Kabuki Actors and Their Costumes 


By DOUGLAS HAMMOND 


The beauty and significance 
of the Kabuki costume often 
cause the theatre-goer to look 
to the past with nostalgia. 
The Fuji-Musume costume, for 
example, illuminates the great- 
ness of the late Kikugoro VI. 
That plump little man, greatest 
of contemporary Kabuki dane- 
ers, and remembered specially 
for his Fuji-Musume, designed 
the costume and the stage sets 
for this dance to conceal the 
fact that he was so fat. Espe- 
Clally brilliant was his idea to 
have the wisteria of the sets 
hang from the ceiling to the 
floor. 

Rokudaime had an extraordl- 
ary aesthetic sense. He often 
nsisted that his students dance 

in the nude so that he could 
correct their form. His own 
magnificent body was kept in 
shape by daily bouts with roll- 
ing barrels in the garden of his 
paiatia!' Shiba-koen mansion. 

Other actors have not been 
so fortunate in being able to 
exprese their opinions about 
costumes. The perhaps too ex- 
treme views held by Kabuki 
management as to the sacred- 
ness, and cost, of costumes are 
at the bottom of the most in- 
tense dissatisfaction among 
actors. This absolute tyranny 
sent Koshiro Mstsumoto in 
Search of a patron to pay sev- 
eral million yen for a costume 
in 1957, the most expensive 
ever created for Kabuki. 

Utaemon Nakamura wears 
the most expensive costumes of 
any modern artist. They re- 
flect Kabuki management's 
generosity, and they also re- 
flect the rather vain ambition 
of expressing the latest of the 
shifting fashions o* a mass civ- 
illization which long ago lost 
its anchorage in a firm scale of 
Values. His choice of a silver 
lame hakama last May was just 
as unfortunate as his choice of 
a silver lame nagajuban for his 
role in “Christian Dojoji” at 


Kabukiza this month. In adapt- 
ing the cOstume for this number, 
Utaemon has su ed in 
stripping most of the beauty 
from the Noh costume, 


The most important actors 
may order any costume, regard- 
less of cost. Others, if dissat- 
isfied with pot luck, have but 
one alternative: pay for some- 
thing better. Few can afford 
this luxury since the average 
salary is ¥14,000. 


Most young actors, especial- 
ly those being trained as onna- 
gata, dream of the day when 
they can wear the lavish cos- 
tume of the courtesan in Suke- 
roku. The story is told of an 
actor who, when the troupe 
went into the country during 
the war, finally go* his chance. 
One day, when the sun was 
beating down with unbearable 
intensity on the rice paddief, 
this actor was allowed to dress 
in the costume for a parade to 
advertise the troupe’s presence 
in the area. Placed on a cart, 
drawn by a bull, he soon re- 
gretted his choice. The cos- 
tume is heavy, and there are 
almost numberless nagajuban; 
the wig and its accessories 
weigh about five pounds. The 
“cart-throne” came last in the 
procession. Heavy clouds of 
stifling dust soon concealed the 
magnificent geisha. She began 
to cough and sputter; ‘smiles 
which at first flickered on the 
faces of those on foot, soon 
broke into laughter behind 
raised fans; however, the geisha 
refusec to descend. When a 
halt for rest was called, the 
geisha busied herself whipping 
off iayers of mud, for her pure 
honey foundation had melted, 
and foundation, make-up and 
dust were now a mud pack. 
Fatigue, heat, dust, and what 
have you, got a week's rest in 
the local hospital for what was 
now a broken down old geisha, 
no longer able to do what she 
was born to do.

Anemias in Pets 


The anemias in animals, as 
in man, may be divided on the 
basis of the size of the red 
blood cell, that is:

Danger in Fooling 
With Weather 


By WENDELL 8S. MERICK 

HONGKONG (UPI)—Don't 
fool around with the weather! 
Maybe it’s bad now, but it 
could be worse. 

This is the opinion of Prof. 
Ss. G. Davis of Hongkong 
University who says that ex- 
perimenting with controlling 
the weather could lead to dis- 
' astrous results. 

The professor got talking 
| about weather experiments in 
_the course of discussing the 
| unusually mild winter Hong- 


kong has experienced this 
‘season. One thing he doubted 
'was that nuclear explosions 


have tampered with the usual 
(or is it the unusual) course of 
| weather. 

If anybody is going to change 
the weather, Davis said, it will 


| be man himself. 
' The Russians have been 
working on their bad weather 
'for some years now. They are 
| mot just mere theories because 
| their idea can definitely work. 
| “They (the Russians) 
|how to do it and it may be in 
‘the near future that Russia will 
have no winter,” he said. 
“However,” he hastily added, 
‘lest the world start demanding 
| better weather, “drastic changes 
could be more dangerous to the 
‘world than ‘all the nuclear 
weapons invented.” 

According to Davis, the Rus- 
sians have devised a means by 
which nuclear fission has been 
harnessed to melt snow—some- 
thing Russia has got plenty of. 

It would be possible, he said, 
to have sunshine 24 hours a 
day by sending huge quantities 
of fine meteoric dust into one 
location where the sun's rays 
would be reflected onto any 
given point. 

The troubles which could 
arise from such experiments 
|are enormous.

Latin America Today 

President Eisenhower is due to leave early next week 
for a goodwill tour of Latin American countries and his 
statements in Washington before preparing to start his tour 
may be regarded as in part preparatory to it. On Wednes- 
day he’ called for cooperation by small as well as large na- 
“tions to raise living standards and expand trade, and Latin 
America is a part of the world where living standards for 
the masses call for improvement. 

In the past there has not been that close economic co- 
operation among the Latin American nations that circum- 
stances would seem to demand, but of late the peoples of 
these countries have awakened to a sense of the need for 
a change of attitude, A treaty creating a seven-nation Latin 
American Free Trade Association—South America’s Com- 
mon Market—was signed in the )Uruguayan capital of 
Montevideo on Thursday. The participants are Argentina, 
Brazil, Chile, Mexico, Paraguay, Peru and Ecuador. 


The signing.of the treaty by the seven mem 
a day later than had been planned, because of amendments 
desired by Brazil, South America’s largest country. The 
Brazilians objected to a clause in the treaty draft stipulat- 
ing that five years’ notice must be given by a member na- 
tion desiring to renounce the treaty. This original draft im- 
plied that any withdrawing nation Would have to continue 
trade concessions to the other signatories for six years. 
Brazil proposed that this period be reduced to two years. 
Eventually, the draft was altered to read (while retaining 
the original stipulation) that the withdrawal period could 
- be reduced by unanimous agreement of the signatories “in 
well grounded circumstances.’ : 

Bolivia was to have: been a member of the new organi- 
zation, but. she withdrew at the last minute on the ground 
that the treaty did not make adequate provision for the 
problems of the less developed nations. Bolivia, however, 
is expected to join later—probably after the June presi-

The drafting of the treaty revealed some of the diffi- 
culties which beset regional economic cooperation in Latin 
America. One of these is that in many countries a single 
product economy prevails and another is to be found in 
the great disparity between the size and population of the 
various states, ranging from gigantic Brazil to quite small 


There are also great differences of soil and climate so 
that those who think of the Latin American countries as 
forming one homogeneous economic region are apt to be

In other parts of South America, conditions vary con- 
siderably. Almost all the countries, however, stand in need 
of greater industrialization. In Brazil, American, German 
and Japanese enterprises have benefited the economy and 
no doubt these undertakings will be extended in the near 
future. Argentina’s national production is better balanced 
than that found in most of the Latin American countries, 

t the nation is still suffering from the consequences of 

economic irregularities of the Peron dictatorship. . 

No doubt during his tour President Eisenhower will 
take notice of the needs of the peoples he visits, and on his 
return to Washington may be able to do something toward 
increasing. practical American interest in this part of the 


world. » 


Some anxiety has been expressed as to the nature of 
President Eisenhower's reception in some parts of Latin 
America—no doubt in view of Vice President Nixon’s ex- 
periences on his tour a year ago—but the President reveals 
that he is confident that the bulk of the people along his 
proposed romte are friendly to the United States and that 
the security arrangements, made largely by his hosts, will 


be adequate. 


The Communists are still active, of course, in Latin 
America but there are reasons for believing that their abi- 
lity to arouse the mob has considerably diminished. The 
continued existence of inadequate employment, bad hous- 
ing and all-round poverty on the outskirts of large Latin 
American cities, however, affords an opportunity for leftist 
attempts to subvert public order. The solution to improving 
the situation here, as elsewhere in the world where similar 
conditions prevail, is*to improve conditions of livelihood. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Paul Hoffman, former Marshall Plan 
@dministrator, and now head of the United Nations Special 
Fund, is urging the world’s wealthier countries to embark 
on a bold plan of economic aid enabling poorer nations to 
raise their living standards by 25 per cent in the present 
decade. He points out that 1,250 million people in 100 coun- 
tries are “desperately and dangerously poor” and he adds, 
“TI cannot tell you how crucial these sixties will be.” 

Some of these people of whom Mr. Hoffman speaks are 
to be found in certain areas of Latin America and, although 
an improvement is making itself steadily felt in the region, 
outside help of various kinds is desirable. 


Time of Disillusionment 


Japan Must Do Away With False Image of Foreign 


For an insular nation of 93 
million population, of which 
only about 40,000 travel abroad 
annually, it is sometimes hard 
to appraise other countries of 
the world accurately. As a re- 
sult, some foreign countries are 
viewed through rose-colored 
glasses. But where illusions 
are entertained, there should 
also be disillusionment. 

Some of the recent news 
developments have shkttered 
such.illusions. One of these 
events is. the Russian notifica- 
tion to the effect that the Rus- 
sian-occupied islands of Habo- 
mai and Shikotan will not be 
returned as long as “foreign 
troops” remain in Japan. 

One day after the signing of 
the Japan-U.S. Treaty of 
Mutual Cooperation and Secur- 
ity, the Soviet Union overshot 
Japan with a _  super-rocket, 
which landed into the Pacific 
after a 7,766-mile flight. After 
five more days, a Russian note 
said that the Soviet Union 
could not honor the earlier pro- 
mise to return the islands upon 
signing of a peace treaty. 


Such behavior on the part of 
the Soviet Union has debunked 
the idea of so-called peaceful co- 
existence in the eyes of the 
peopleeAnd the Japanese Gov- 
ernment in its reply made it 
clear that the Russian notifica- 
tion constitutes a violation of 
the joint Japan-Soviet deciara- 
tion of 1956. 


Clearer to See 


In 1945, the Soviet Union 
scrapped the Treaty of Neutral- 
ity and embarked upon a war 
against this country. Neverthe- 
less, a considerable number of 
left-wing Socialists, trade union- 
ists and intellectuals have con- 
tinued io regard the Soviet 
Union as a paradise for pea- 
sants and workers, and a coun- 
try dedicated to international 
peace. 


This sort of thing can hap- 
pen only when the people in- 
dulge in images of their own 
making, white the theoretical 
influence of Marxism no doubt 
has much bearing upon the 
matter. This time, the breach 
of international faith occurred 
in peace time and it is there- 
fore clearer to see. It may 
prove to be the beginning of 
disillusionment for many Japa- 
nese. 


By the same token, an un- 
duly favorable luage of Com- 
munist China is prevailing in 
Japan. That country’s effort to 
modernize itself deserves atten- 
tion. References are sometimes 
made to Communist China, how- 
ever, as if it were an example 
to be imitated. And the Japa- 
nese Communists seem to pre- 
fer Communist China as a 
model for Japan even to the 
Soviet Union. 


In historical perspective, in- 
fatuation with China: is nothing 
new. Before Japan's indust- 
rialization, China had remained 
always a larger, stronger and 
highly-cultured neighbor of 
Japan. Only because of modern 
industrial equipment and modern 
armed forces could Japan be- 
have toward China for some 
time, as if toward an Mferior. 


French Explosion 


It is an irony of history that 
those Japanese who are ready 
to break off from tradition in 
the most radical manner are 
now representing the traditional 
Japanese infatuation with 
China, 


Though in an entirely differ- 
ent context, another recent 
event shocked the Japanese. 
That event is the French ex- 
periment with an atom bomb 
and the subsequent announce- 
ment of her intention to build 
a striking force of nuclear 
weapons to assure her “na- 
tional independence.” 


It is not a difficult task for 
any industrialized country to 
produce a sufficient amount of 
plutonium-239 for niclear ex- 
plosion. That is one thing, but 
to have a Sufficient number of 
bombs for nuclear warfare is 
another. It is still another 
thing to have the means of de- 
livery, such as bombers and in- 


yo 


Coal Industry 

Although the coal market has 
somewhat improved, it is believ- 
e@ that the nation’s major col- 
lieriles will not resort to such 
unreasonable measures as the 
raising of the prevailing coal 
price. It is absolutely neces- 
sary for the coal industry to 
try to fower the current coal 
price by ¥1,200 per ton regard- 
less of the relatively improved 
price on the coal market. More- 
over, the industry must seize 
this opportunity of an upward 
price tendency as a panecea for 
rationalizing its enterprise. This 
is the best opportunity for it 
to try to rationalize its setup 
since the demand for coal has 
been on an increasing curve, 
though on a limited scale. If 
the industry cannot utilize such 
a chance effectively, it will only 
bring about unhappy results for 
the industry.—Nihon Keizai 
Shimbun

on because of the rather moder- 
ate campaign policy recently 
adopted by the unionists. It is 
indeed welcome that this con- 
cililatory attitude on the part of 
both parties may result in a so- 
lution to the struggle that has 
almost paralyzed the nation’s 
education for the past four 
years. Both parties should ex- 
ert themselves to attain an ami- 
cable solution of the dispute in 
consideration of the serious in- 
fluence it has exerted on school 
children.—Chubu Nippon Shim- 
bun (Nagoya) 


Bicycle Racing 

The Bicycle Race Deliberative 
Council, a Government advisory 
organ, has concluded that bi- 
cycle racing be allowed to con- 
tinue after some reforms have 
been carried out in its manage- 
ment in order make it a 
healthy pastime.

Khrushchev’s India Visit

Those 
who adhere to that view can 
hardly believe that a cultural 
superior can come down so low 
as to toy with an obsolescent 
atom bomb. 

Good for Japan 

Since little ,room is left for 
sentimentality in this busy and 
pitiless world, however, it is 
good that Japan is now getting 
disillusioned with foreign coun- 
tries. The above-mentioned 
three countries are just out- 
standing examples but the num- 
ber can be multiplied. 


Disillusionment is good for 
Japan, because it signifies the 
start of realistic thinking on for- 
eign relations. But it should 
also be good for those foreign 
countries, unless they desire to

From Blown-up Image

part of which is attributable 
to childish wartime propaganda 
and is dead now, derives from 
the blown-up image of the na- 
tional self. If one has an exalt- 
ed image of others, it is only 
natural that one wishes to have 
also an exalted image of self. 
If this image is exposed to the 
threat of destruction, one’s de- 
fense would be a hysterical ar- 
rogance. 

In my humble opinion, this 
nation must first do away with 
the infatuation with foreign 
countries that persists despite 
the widening contact with the 
rest of the world. As the re- 
strictions upon foreign travels 
are expected to be removed in 
the not distant future as part 
of the liberalization of foreign 
exchange transactions, this is 
an opportune moment to redis- 
cover the world. ' 

In that sense, disillusionment 
must start now. Recent events 
in news development, rather 
shocking to many Japanese, 
should be a harbinger of a time 
of disillusionment.

The French atomic explosion 
in the Sahara Desert has caus- 
ed apprehension among the peo- 
ples of the world. Reaction 
differs in all countries. 

President De Gaulle of France 
is reported happy over the suc- 
cess of the first 
explosion of the 
French - made 
atomic bomb, 
because now he 
thinks he is 
qualified to join 
the “nuclear 
club” along 
with the United 
States, the So- 
viet Union and 
England. This, . a 
he believes, will bolster the 
French position in NATO and 
in international bargainings. 

How should we weigh the 
strength of a country? Is it to 
be measured by its military po- 
tential or by the civilization 
achieved by each nation? Or is 
it to be weighed by the people's 
standard of living? 

There are many among the 
Japanese who think that mili- 
tary strength is most important 
in order to get the best out of 
bargainings with other coun- 
tries. Phey believe that in the 
fishery talks with the Soviet 
Union that Communist country 
assumes such a high-handed at- 
titude because Japan’s military 
power is almost nil as compar- 
ed with that of Soviet Russia. 
The same holds true with nego- 
tiations with ‘Communist China. 

Such Japanese would arm the 
country with nuclear weapons 
to increase Japan's prestige. 
Prime Minister Nobusuke Kishi 
told the Diet recently that 
Japan would not arm itself with 
nuclear weapons even if Com- 
munist China becomes a posses- 
sor of atomic bombs in the near 
future. Can we believe _ his 
statement? 

Prime Minister Kishi thinks 
that Communist China would 
not rush into nuclear arma- 
ments. However, some are of 
the opinion that Communist 
China might have already been 
supplied with nuclear weapons 
by the Soviet Union and that 
explosions of bombs will take 
place in the near future. 

If the strength of a country 
must be estimated by its milit- 
ary power alone, the countries 
of the world will vie with one 
another in either developing or 
acquiring the most destructive 
weapons. Then, human beings 
must live in constant fear of 
complete dbliteration of hu- 
manity as the recent film, “On 
the Beach,” warned. 

It is regrettable that today 
national strength is measured 
by the extent of armaments. 
Countries with superior arma- 
ment have a stronger say in in- 


ternational talks conducted on 


the government level. 

Will it be possible that some 
day the nations of the world 
will participate in a race to im- 
prove the standard of living for 
the people instead of spending 
a large proportion of the na- 
tional budget for armament? 
This will be impossible as long 
as armament is used as a meas- 
uring stick to estimate the 
strength of a country.

Equal Partner 


LONDON—Keenly contestéd 
debates on issues of public po- 
lity are a characteristic of demo- 
cratic societies. Last .week the 
House of Commons devoted two 
whole days to an examination 
of British foreign policy. Selwyn 
Lioya, British Foreign Secre- 
tary, took the 
opportunity tox 
expand the Gov-# 
ernment’s view 
on proposals for 
the creation of 
a special zone 
of arms limita- 
tion in Central 
Europe and 
commented on 
allegations that 
nuclear arms 
were being sup- 
plied to West Germany. 

He said that he favored the 
idea of geographical areas of 
arms limitation and inspection 
but he could not support a po- 
licy of “disengagement” (which 
is generally understood to be a 
separation of land forces in 
East and West Europe by a de- 
militarized area or an area Oc- 
cupied by international forces 
only). 4 

In his view this would be to 
create a “grey, indeterminate 
area” in the heart of Europe 
filled with unsettled issues 
which would give rise to a far 
greater feeling of insecurity 
than that now existing with the 
great powers directly confront- 
ing one another. He said that 
he could see no reason why’ the 
Atlantic Allies should go back 
on their decision of 1950 that 
the German Federal Republic 
should make a contribution to 
Western defense or on their de- 
cision of 1957 that NATO forces 
should be equipped with modern 
weapons. 

Lioyd stressed the fact .that 
Western Germany was—and 
should be—an equal partner in 
the Western alliance, receiving 
the s&me treatment and the 
same arms as her fellow mem- 
bers of NATO. He also explain- 
néd that the Western Powers 
were not supplying the+Federal 
Republic with nuclear arms, as 
had been suggested by Soviet 
propaganda. The forces of the 
European members of NATO 
possess nuclear weapons only 
on condition that the United 
States holds their nuclear war- 
heads under its own control. 


Europe’s New Legacy 


While the nations of Western 
Europe band together in col- 
lective defense “and forge new 
economic bonds, secial qutes- 
tions are also being tackled on 
an inter-European basis. For 
the past few years the Western 
European Union, through a 
-special subcommittee of ex- 
perts, has been examining the 
circumstances of young people 
in Europe. 

In Rome this week a group 
of educationists and television 
officials from Britain, France, 
West Germany, Belgium, Hol- 
land 
their Italian hosts have been 
discussing the impact of 
television on young people 
between the ages of 14 and 25. 
They have been studying pro- 
grams specifically designed for 
young viewers and also those 
programs which the young are 
accustomed to watch. 

The conference is the latest 
in a series that has been held 
in various European capitals. 
Others on education in road 
safety have been held in West 
Germany and Britain. A con- 
ference in Luxemburg discuss- 
ed children in moral danger; 
another conference in Britain 
dealt with the preparation of 
young people for married life 
and one in Belgium considered 
the question of literature for 
young people. These confer- 
ences are evidence of the 
amount of serious thought that 
is being devoted to the task of 
preparing the young today for 
the legacy of the New Europe 
they will inherit, 


Universal Can 


The convenience of being 
able to buy canned food is taken 
so much for granted these days 
that it requires an effort of 
imagination to conceive what 
modern life would be without 
an enticing array of tins on 
grocers’ shelves. It was 150 
years ago this year that a Pari- 
sian confectioner, Nicolas Ap- 
pert, was awarded a prize of 
Fr.

tim to bad food as to the weap- 
ons of their enemies. It was 
Appert who discovered that food 
placed in hermetically sealed 
jars and boiled would keep 
fresh for an indefinite time. 

Appert did not manage to 
turn his invention to commer- 
cial account. That was done by 
three Englishtnen, Donkin, Hail 
and Gamble, who set up a can- 
ning factory in London in the 
early 1800s. They put food in 
heavy tinplate containers which 
needed a hammer and chisel to 
cpen them. Producing them 
was slow work, one tinsmith 
turning out about 10 a day com- 
pared with 600 a minute with 
the aid of machines today. 

The cost was high and it was 
not until after the First World 
War that mass production meth- 
ods were able to create and sup- 
ply a nationwide market for 
canned goods. Only two years 
ago, the world’s oldest tin of 
food was opened in a British 
laboratory. A tin of meat, it 
was packed in 1823. The meat 
was still edible but the fat had 
emulsified. 


Round the Capitals 


London reports that a com- 
pariy has been formed to devel- 
op commercially a new kind of 
floating collapsible container— 
the Dracone Flexible Barge— 
for carrying liquid in bulk by 
sea. The invention of a Cam- 
bridge professor, the container 
is a long flexible “sausage” of 
nylon reinforced with rubber 
and capable of holding up to 
10,000 tons of oil or other 
liquid, It is dragged behind a 
ship, is highly maneuverable 
and can withstand rough seas 
over long trips. 

Bonn reports the opening 
this week of the Cologne Furni- 
ture Fair. Scandinavian firms 
take the lion's share of the Ger- 
man market but British manu- 
fecturers are hopeful that they 
can establish their claim with 
good reproduction and period 
furniture since there is a vogue 
in Germany at present for an- 
tique or imitation antique 
pieces. 

Copenhagen reports that Brit- 
ish philosopher and mathemati- 
cian Bertrand Russel has been 
awarded the Sonning Prize this 
year. It is worth £5,000 and 
it is given for outstanding con- 
tributions to European culture. 
The prize was established ft." 
the Danish writer C. J. Son- 
ning. It was first awarded last 
vear to Dr. Albert Schweitzer, 
theologian, physician, musician 
end writer, who has spent 
much of his life as a mission- 
ary surgeon in tropical Africa. 

Brussels reports a meeting of 
ministers of the six nations of 
thle European Economic Com- 
munity. The first reduction in 
tariffs by members of the Euro- 
pean Free Trade Association is 
due in July. It is to be hoped 
that both measures will bring 
Europe one stage further to- 
ward the creation of a single 
European market embracing all 
the countries of OEEC,
